State Department flatly denied 
that the monitoring base had- 
been captured by guerrillas. 

There was no word on the out- 
come of talks between U.S. 
Ambassador William Sullivan 
and Ir anian Foreign Minister 
Karim Sanjabi on the incident, 
which followed assault on the 
American embassy here last 
month and the evacuation of all 
but a few hundred U.S. resi- 
dents.

TEL AVIV, March 2, (AP)— 
Israel has decided to start paying 
the salaries of the Israeli-backed 
militia of Maj.

Haddad told reporters who 
toured the area last month that

Lebanon claiming that Syria 
dominated the Beirut govern- 
ment. 

Haddad's headquarters is in 
Maijayoun, five miles north of 
the Israeli border. There are 
some 5,800 U.N. soldiers in die 
15-mile-deep strip between the 
Litani River and Haddad’s 
forces. 

The United Nations troops 
moved in after Israeli invasion 
forces withdrew last June, but 
Israel turned the border area 
over to Hadda rather than to tile 
United Natrons. 


West agrees to limit consumption of crude oil 

Goal Is 5 per cent reduction 


PARIS, March 2 (Agencies) 
— The United States and 19 
other leading industrial nations 
have agreed to reduce oil con- 
sumption by 5 per cent to offset 
the drop in I ranian oil produc- 
tion, the international Energy 
Agency (IEA) announced here ' 
Friday. 

■ The IEA’s 20 members 
agreed unanimously on the need 
to take - firm, prompt and coor- 
dinated action, *’ IEA chairman 
Niels Ersboll of Denmark told a 
press conference after a two-day 
meeting. 

Ersboll said the dl supply 
situation required prompt 
action, but feat it had not. 
reached fee point at which the 
organization’s mandatory 
emergency sharing schefee 
would have to be hnptemented. 


“It is vital for action to be 
taken now when there is still 
time and in order to prevent a 
deterioration of fee situation,” 
Ersboll said. 

The IEA left it to individual 
countries to implement the 5 per 
cent reduction. 

The IEA membership, which 
' rose to 20 on Thursday with tile 
admission of Australia, indudes 
all the. leading iron-communist 
industrialized natrons except 
France. 

The planned 5 per cent reduc- 
tion, compares with an estimated 
4 per cent shortfall' because of 
the Iranian cutoff, which has 
been compensated in part by 
increased production tty other 
Gulf states, and use of stockpiles 


in consumer nations. 

Ersboll said the IEA had also 
informed the major fatenfa- 
tional o3 companies on the need 
for a fair distribution of available 
supplies to all members as well as 
to non -IE A members and 
especially to developingnatioos. 
“%ln Washington, meanwhile, it 
was reported Friday that world 
oil shortages in the first quarter 
of 1979 should be about 240,000 
barrels a day. 

According to fee report by fee 
U.S. Library of Congress, this is 
about a tenth of fee shortage 
predicted by the. U.S. Energy 
Department 

The Energy Department pre- 
dicted a world 03 shortage of at 
least 2 J mfllron barrels of 03 a 


day in the first three months of 
the year, mainly because of the 
shutdown of ofl production in 
Iran. 

Iran bad been producing over 
five million barrels a day until <nl 
fields were shut down by politi- 
cal turmoil in December. Iranian 
officials have said exports will 
resume next week, but they have 
not said how much oil will be 
produced. 

The report said the loss of oil 
from iran during the first quarter 
could almost be offset by 
increased production. It said the 
Energy Department was overes- 
timating world demand for oft. 

■ Meanwhile,, Venezuela has 
decided not to raise crude ofl 
export contract prices at least 
until April 1, President Carlos 
Anders Perez said Friday.

Arab school started in Washington

Washington Bureau 

WASHINGTON, March 2 — If an Arab child bears only 
E n gl i s h spoken at home and in his school toe chances are 
he knows little of Arabic, which should be his native tongue. 

To correct this, a three-hour school on Sunday mornings 
has been operating in the Washington area tor Arab children. 
There are an estimated 25,000 Arabs in toe Washington area. 

Started last year, toe school today has 90 students ranging 
in age from 5 to 18 years. The studeais are enrolled in one 
of four classes learning reading and writing in Arabic, and 
Arabic culture and history. 

The school has three grades not four classes: two classes 
at grade one, one class at grade two and another class com- 
bining grades three and four. The children enrolled in toe 
first grade do not speak Arabic and those ip grades three/ 
four speak some Arabic. 

The teachers are all Arabs and tow cooks they use axe 
from toe Arab world. The school Is suppoited by funds from 
toe Arab Information Center.

He wants to 'preserve the purity of Islam and cast off 
the trappings of Westernization that the AyattoHah sees as 
synonymous with depravity. 

The people of Iran deserve all the liberty they want. Wc 
believe that Islam, despite the slurs of it, enemies, win nurture 
the flower of democracy into splendid growr i. 

But there are pitfalls. 

These are already visible in the activities of the Tudeh 
Communis* Party and the Fedayeen-d-Khalq. They could not 
possibly want Islamic revivalism in the country simply be- 
cause Islam and Communism are poles apart 

Tudeh's declarations that it support- the Khomeini move- 
ment are short-term tactics, and he knows it. They are biding 
their time until they have succeeded* in subverting and des- 
troying the armed forces that they can challenge hk moral 
authority and confront him head on so the streets. 

That is why they are demanding the dismantling of the 
army and the creation of a so-called revolutionary force in 
which officers would be elected by the nwc They should 
try that in the Soviet Union. 

Another danger lurks in the misguided »»a! of the extreme 
rightists Their intense hatred for th„ old regime and the 
post in general has blinded them to the exigencies of the pre- 
sent and future. 

With the army demoralized and the government powerless, 
it is the Ayatollah who ought to act like :fc*. historic leader 
be is. He should use his still fcRsid&He moral authority to 
strengthen the government and the armed forces in the face of 
anarchy, to let the people decide latex what they want, without 
duress. 

He should act while he is still the unchallenged leader of 
Iran. The country needs his wisdom and authority now that 
the euphoria has all but evaporated. 


AN ISRAELI CLAW 


It was not exactly a secret but now Israel has virtually 
made it official. The renegade Lebanese inny officer, Saad 
Haddad, will henceforth receive Ins paychecks from Israel 
rather than from the government of Lebanon. In return, he and 
his men will maintain the division of Lebanon witfc the south- 
ern sector effectively under Israeli control. Twenty five years 
ago South Lebanon would have been called a colony or, at 
least, a protectorate. 

Through traitors and mercenaries like Haddad, Israel 
intends to perpetuate its colonial rule of the south and prevent 
the hapless government of Lebanon from uniting the country a 
by establishing a military presence all over its territory. 
At the same time Israel is flouting United Nations resolutions, 
disdainfully ignoring (he United Nations forces in the country 
and appears to be seren el y* confident Ui'* nobody can dislodge 
it from its positions. 

Meantime, the Arab Deterrent Force which entered the 
country to end the eivU war and the Pale-itinian-Rigfatist clashes, 
is woefully incapable "of fulfilling its mission because Israel 
does not want it to do so. Jhe.big powers, particularly the 
United States are either powerless to do anything about it, 
or perhaps happy with the present state of alfairs in that part 
of tne Arab world.

If there are 
my Arabs still deluding themselves by dunking there can be 
a peaceful settlement in the region, it is high time they joined 
those who have no faith in Israeli sincerity or in that of 
its friends * 4 

Haddad told reporters who toured the area last month 
that his force was the only one in Lebanon that bad remained 
true to the idea of an independent Lebanon and that Syria 
dominated the Beirut government. This was one of the most 
sordid statements ever made even by a foreign lackey like 
this man. He claims to have preserver! the independence of 
Lebanon by handing oyer the southern region to Israel as a 
pieca of colonial property to spite the Syrians. He must 
know that it was the Syrian expeditionary force that saved his 
country from one of the bloodiest civil wars of th$ century. 
He and many of the Christian rightists would have been wiped 
out by the Palestinians and their allies, had not the Syrians 
intervened in the nick of time to save their necks.

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6 Elias 9 : Victim of Israeli torture 


From Our Washington Bureau 
(Editor's Note: What follows 
is the personal account of a 
Palestinian subjected to torture 
and mistreatment at the hands 
of Israeli interrogators in 1973. 
The Palestinian, who identi- 
fies himsdf only as “Elias" to 
protect family members still liv- 
ing under occupation, told his 
story to journalists in Washing- 
ton recently in the context of 
the media row over Israeli tor 
ture practices. “Elias" now lives 
in the Chicago area, where he 
is employed as a factory wor 
ker.) 

1 speak as a human being 
who belongs to the Palestinian 
people. 

As a human being. 1 would 
like to talk a bom what they 
are doing tu human beings in 
Israel. 

i myseit had an experience 
: inside an Israeli jail. They tor- 
tured me physically. The story 
of tenure began the first day 
' 1 was arrested. 

At one o'clock in the morn- 
- mg. someone knocked at the 
door. 1 was already asleep. My 
-sister woke up. She wanted to 
know who was at the door 
an hour after midnight. 

they told us they were from 
the Israeli military. So my sis- 
ter opened the door. Three of 
them came inside. Uur house 
wus surrounded by soldiers. 

First they went to my room, 
lhey turned it upside-down. 

the beds and die coucnes 

They broke some things, to 
see if there w-as anything inside 
them. 

Then they went to my bro- 
thers room, and did me same 
thing. 

My father asked them: 
“What the heU is going on? 
What's the matter?" 

They searched the whole 
house, but. didn't find any evi- 
dence against us. 

then they told ray father 
they were going to take me for 
two hours tor questioning, and 
that they would release me 
after that. 

They put me in a Land- 
Rover and blindfolded me. 
They took me io some place. 1 
didn't know where 1 was. 

The first night they put me 
in a cell that was very dirty. 
The floor was covered with 
sawdust, i wanted to go to the 
bathroom, so I knocked on the 
door, but no one answered me. 
there was one small window 


in the coU, very higu up on mo 
wail, ihe sun was saining 
inrough- so 1 knew it was day 
time. 

At that point, three soldiers 
came. I bey opened- uie door, 
tmudioideo uie ag^ih, and look 
nte out and tiucw me on me • 
ilooj oi a truck. lliea-fcey 
drove me some where, j, didn i ' 
know wncre. 

iien they finally took ott 
Uie uiinuLOlu. i looked 
aiounu, and realized i was in 
Heorou jail.

A man 
in civilian domes came in, and 
touk me someplace very dark. 

He took me <o a room,

Hc then asked me the first 
qucsiitm. He lidd up & match 
and asked: “wbat is Cbis?” 
i loid mm tt was a match. 
He said: “No, it's not a 
ilia toil, u's a tank." 

1 totu him: “No, I can see

So fie started healing me up. 
He wanted me lo say it was 

a tank . 

One oi the three men who 
were watching came from the 
back ol tne room and told me-, 
“lake oit your clothes." 

I tried to resist the order,

All this took, about half an 
nour. 1 hen they took me back 
to my cell. But a halt hour 
later they reiurned and took 
me tor more interrogation.

where two people were wait- 
ing. 1 had never seen them 

before. 

't hey introduced themselves. 
One called himself Abu Abed. 

1 can't remember the other 
man's name. But both names 
were fake, I’m sure. 

Abu Abed asked me: “Elias, 
are you ready to talk now?" 
My answer was: “1 don't have 
anything to say.” So he asked 
me to take off my clothes 
again. After i undressed, they 
started beating me on my sto- 


mach, my neck and my face, 
t almost passed ouL 

They kept asking me to talk, 
and i kept letting them l didn't 
know what they wanted me to 
say. 

Up to this point, they were 
hitting me only with their 
tands and fists. 

Afterwards, they took 
me back to my cett and 
1 went to sleep. Eariy 
next morning;, at about eight 
someone came and blindfolded 
me again and took me to 
yet another place. He ktfro- 
diiccd himself as a “psy- 
chiauifiL, Shlomo some- 
thing. 

He said: “You have to 
talk, Elias. Otherwise your 
mother will cry over you'’ — 
meaning that 1 was gome 
to the — “and it's beater hat 
other mothers cry and not 
yours." He was speaking in 
Arabic.

LONDON. March 2 (R) — 
Wales has overwhelmingly 
rejected a referendum offer of 
more but limited home rule, but 
the outcome in Scotland hung in 
the balance Friday. 

Early results from Thursday’s 
vote showed that a majority was 
building up in Scotland in favour 
of settingup an assembly to make 
control of most local affairs from 
Parliament in London. 

But it appeared unlikely to 
reach the target figure set by Par- 
liament of 1,498,845 votes — 40 
per cent of the electorate. 

It seemed the outcome could 
pose a dilemma for Prime Minis- 
ter James Callaghan, already 
reening from two by-election 
flattenings (see story page five). 

Wales contemptuously dismis- 
sed the chance of setting up its 
own assembly in Cardiff. In 
some areas the vote was the ten 
one against the scheme and even 
in Welsh-speaking nationalist' 
districts the idea was rejected by 
two to one. 

But a survey conducted by 
Independent Television News 
during voting in Scotland Thurs- 
day predicted a clear “ yes” 
majority would emeige there. 

The government’ s chief count- 
ing officer, John Fraser, 
announced that in the remote 
Western Isles off the northwest 
coast 6,218 voted for “ devolu- 
tion, " as home rule is known, 
and 4,933 against.

Brezhnev denunciation of Peking undramatic 


Vietnamese reject Chinese offer of talks 


BANGKOK, March 2 (Agen- 
cies) — Vietnam tFridayi 
described China's offer of 
negotiations to end the two- 
week-old war between die two 
neighbors as an attempt to cover 
up an intensification of tile war. 

Radio Hanoi, in a direct reply 
to China's Foreign Ministry note 
to the Vietnamese Embassy in 
Peking Thursday night, repeated 
earlier statements that all Chin- 
ese troops must be withdrawn. 


“ China most withdraw all its 
aggressive troops from Vietnam 
and undertake to respect Viet- 
nam’s independence, 
sovereignty and t erritori al integ- 
rity.

Fears of new fighting 


Saudis prepare to leave east Beirut 


BEIRUT, March 2 (NYT) — 
Saudi troops who have been 
serving as a buffer between 
Syrian soldiers and Lebanese 
militiamen here are preparing to 
return home on Saturday, and 
Lebanese officials expressed 
fears that a new round of fighting 
might result. 


The officials spoke as a rightist 
representative declared that the 
militia groups were prepared to 
take over the Saudi positions if 
security was insufficient. 

Saudi Arabia decided Wed- 
nesday to withdraw its soldiers in 


the Arab peacekeeping force 
here as pan of a general military 
alert in response to the fighting 
between North and South 
Yemen, which has ties with the 
Soviet Union. Also as a result of 
the fighting. Foreign Ministers of 
Arab League countries have 
been called to Kuwait on Sunday ■ 
to discuss the situation.

The Bangkok analysts said a
